PRE-PAYMENT OF POSTAGE. — It will be 


recollected that by the act of March 3d, 1655, 
requiring the postage on all letters not free 
sent by mail within tho United State*, and not 
from or too a foreign country, to be pre-paid; it 
was also enacted that from and after January 
1st, 1850, "tho Poatmaater General may re- 
quire Postmasters to place postage stamps on 
all pre-paid letters upon which such stamps 
may not have been placed by the witers."— 
We learn that the Postmaster General has de- 
cided to require Postmasters to comply with 
and carry into effect, this provision of the law; 
and, if not already done, to supply themselves 
with postage stamps accordingly, by sending 
their order for them to the Third Assintant 
Postmaster General. Of course it is not inten- 
ded or expected that this regulation shall throw
